Neighboring tax payers are 
anxiously waiting to hear the result of 
their rate.’”—"Citizen” 

All these towns have railroad cor- 
porations to help out. Erving has a 
relatively long stretch of RR and two 
stations, Wendell has also a large 
Power Corporation tax. The North- 
field Schools and Conferences bring 
in thousands of dollars to that town 
even though that property has been 
tax free. Orange seems to like pretty 
well a “Town Manager’. We trust 
they do have good management and 
are fair and just in assessments to 
their corporations. Those towns may 
be favored in ways we are not. For 
the past ten years our town seems to | 
have had some markedly constructive 
attempts at good business manage- | 
ment, more of a feeling that some- 
thing could be done to build us up 
and the present board of selectmen 
seem to be on to their job as far‘as 
is physically possible. The problem of 
raising tax money so as to do all that 
should be done for our future welfare 
is certainly a big contract. The spirit 
here is different now from that of an 
old timer who said once to the writ- 
er—What’s the use of our little 
town fighting the — — —’’ mention- 
ing a large outside corporation which 
paid a rather large tax here. 

We have been fighting and must 
continue to fight intelligently for good 
business management. We cannot con- 
tinue to be mere stretches of ‘wild 
and wast land” along “State High- 
ways,’ or do roadside sign service to 
outside corporations and communities 
or interests. We must ‘sell’ our good 
blueberries, our good pine, our good 
soil, our good water and water power, 
our fragrant air, our attractive scenic 
assets so that there will be more sum- 
mer, more all the year round homes 
and some local industries to help bear 
present and future tax burdens. For 
every dollar the State has put into the 
purchase of land here, she has 
planned for two others to define the 
boundary, clear the title and the land 
or at least to plant the land and to 
take care of it. That should give us| 
an idea of what we should do to make 
our lands more valuable. We have 
got to fight to get the State to give us | 
financial or other help to make it pos- 
sible to determine lines and bounds. 
The State needs more cattle, more 
small crops and we have the land and 
the resources and it takes-money, per- | 
sistence, fighting to get what we need. 
Let’s have that kind of “good manage- 
ment” also. Warwick, Mass., August

Christian Endeavor 
End Their Sessions 
Sunday’s Meeting 


“If the objects of early Christian 
history could be restored, the Upper 
Room would perhaps be the most re- 
vered,” Dr. William Hiram Foulkes, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 


Church of Newark, N. J., told the 
Northfield conference of the Massa- 
chusetts Christian Endeavor last Sun- 
day morning in one of its closing ses- 
sions at the Auditorium. Dr. Foulkes 
is the vice president of the Interna- 
tional Society of Christian Endeavor. 

“The Four Doors of the Upper 
Room” was the topie of Dr. Foulkes 
address. The first of these doors leads 
from Main Street and is called the 
door of Discipleship. Through this Je- 
sus walked as He came into the Upper 
Room. There are four acts that the 
Master did with His hands in that 
room. He first took a towel. It was 
not a sword or a scepter, but a towel 
on His garments again ,being restored 
the symbol of service. He then put 
to His Lordship. Thirdly, He took 
bread. This act has become the great- 
est monument and memorial. Lastly, 
Jesus took the cup, which became the 
symbol of victory. All these acts, the 
speaker declared, are significant in- 
dices of the character and purpose of 
Jesus. 

The second door opens out into the 
night and is called Doomsdoor. This 
door also opens out into the garden, 
and to the cross. There Peter offered 

his sword, the symbol of force, with 


which \to defend Jesus. The Master 
forbade its use, thus indicating for all 
time that individuals as well as na- 
tions can live together in peace not by 
armaments but by friendliness. 

The third door was shut by fear. It 
is important after the death and res- 
urrection of Jesus. The disciples were 
huddled together in fear at the death 
of their Lord. They were disillusioned 
Then Jesus appeared through the door 
of Disillusionment, and showed them 
His hands and His side, spoke to them, 
and opened their understanding. The 
Door of Pentecost is the fourth door 
leading out from the Upper Room. 
Waiting there until the spirit of God 
came upon them, the small band of 
disciples then went out to turn the 
world upside down. This is the door 
of power . What the church needs to- 
day is not prestige, not orthodoxy, but 
the passion and power of the presence 
of the living God, Dr. Foulkes con- 
cluded. +
